/CHICAGO, June 8.—Two con- 
V> ventions are running full 
Hast. The delegates in the two 
bodies are hoping to reach an 
agreement on platform and candi- 
date, but so far they are entirely 
distinct and separate. They differ 
in several respects. 


In size, the regular Republican 


convention has the advantage, the 
Coliseum in which the sessions are 
held seats some twelve thousand 
while the auditorium in which the 
Progresives meet could hardly ac- 
commodate four thousand. 


In enthusiasm the Progressives 


have much the advantage, prob- 
ably because they have their can- 
didate picked and are all for him 
while the regular Republican con- 
vention has so many favorite sons 
under consideration that the dele- 
gates are not at liberty to join in 


applauding any one aspirant. 


Temporary Chairman Harding- did not mention any candidate 


while Temporary Chairman Robins set the Progressives convention 
afire by his eulogy of Colonel Roosevelt.' While Senator Harding's 
chief points were greeted with applause it was not the kind of ap- 
plause that reverberates. Roosevelt's name on the contrary was 
the signal for cheering, shouting, singing and parading that lasted 
more than an hour and a half. If the Progressive enthusiasm could 
be grated on the Republican convention, it would be a great suc- 
cess, but so far the notes and the number have not been brought 
into harmonious co-operation. 


It is not likely that the two conventions will differ materially 


in their tariff planks. If one goes farther than the other in wor- 
shipful reverence for the policy of protection, it will be due to 
skill in the use of words, rather than to any difference in purpose 
or position. 
' 


If one can judge from present indications, the preparedness 


plank in the Progressive platform will be more emphatic than the 
plank on .this subject in the-Republican platform. The Progres- 
sives are talking preparedness more extravagantly than the old 
line Republicans possibly because they put their candidate forward 
as a pioneer in the preparedness propaganda. It is evident that an 
effort is going to be made by both conventions to claim a monopoly 
of the Americanism of the country and they are doing so to define

Americanism as to include industrial preparedness at home as well 
as military and naval preparedness for international conflicts.

To make a chocolate eclair, you 
must first KO to a 'large swamp 
where eclair-birds are known to 
abound, anil set traps, and lurk In 
waiting until you have caught eight 
or ten. With the birds thus cap- 
tured you return.home and start an 
eclair-bird aviary. For a success- 
ful and edible chocolate eclair, it Is 
absolutely imperative to have the 
choicest eclair-bird eggs, and the 
surest way of securing these is to 
raise- them yourself.

THE AWFUL CARNAGE 


Tho Massachusetts Automobile 'Association has 'started a safe- 


ty first campaign, feeling impelled'thereto by publication of figures 
showing the awful carnage wrought-in the state by motor driven 
vehicles. Were these figures not official they would be unbeliev- 
able. For according to them, iu 1915, in Massachusetts alone, 5,474 
persons were injured and 271 killed in automobile accidents, while 
the fearful toll was increased by 723 injured and'23 
killed "by 


motorcycles, making the grand totals 5,745 and 294 respectively. 


The greater majority of fatalities, as well as the larger'number 


of mishaps, were to those engaged in motoring, but the other suf- 
ferers were excessively and unreasonably great. Speed 
and 
the 


railroad crossing" claimed by far the most victims, but carelessness 
and recklessness claimed their harvest 
otherwise 
too. 
Certainly 


not all the responsibility lies with the m»tonst;'b'ut upon him does 
lie the highest necessity of prudence,"with caution as well. The too 
common disregard of his obligation produces the shock caused 'by a 
perusal of the Massachusetts figures, which appalling as they are, 
find increased significance when 'we give the thought that thSy are, 
after all, 'but a small percentage of the havoc wrought by* the same 
agencies in the entire United States. So well may the .Massachu- 
setts association engage in the promotion of its safety 
campaign 


anil right heartily should every other- like 
organization 
and ill- 


dividual motorist make common effort with it to the same desir- 
able end. Yes, the.movement might in full answer to the demand 
of the situation go further than that and nave the encouragement 
of those who walk" and those who ride otherwise. 
These latter 


could be most efficient by exercising due care themselves and be- 
vigilant in the prosecution of all violations of laws and ordinances. 
Our pet theory is the efficacy of certain and rigorous enforcement 
of regulations. This-is the only possible .curb upon the reckless; 
but the merely careless may be naked to"prudence by tho enthusi- 
asm of such a movement as is, forming in Massachusetts, it is to be 
hoped, will spread over the whole country.
